All questions of order shall be decided 
by the President, agreeably to the rules of the Conference; provided, 
however, that any member may, by obtaining a second, appeal to the 


Conference from the decision of the Chair; but the question thereon 


shall be taken without debate, after the member has stated his ground of 
_ appeal and after the President has stated his reason for the decision. © 


6. No member shall speak more than once on the same question, nor 


longer than twenty minutes, without special leave from the Conference, and 
he shall confine bimself strictly to the subject under discussion, Jrovided, 
however, that the chairman of a committee and the member presenting 
an Original paper shall be entitled to make a second speech.

The General Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church 
convened in eighteenth quadrennial session in Christ Methodist 
Protestant Church, Atlantic City, New Jersey, May 18, 1900, at 
10.30 A.M. 


Conference called to order by Wi ‘Hering, whe 
conducted devotional exercises and read the following address: 


PRESIDENT HERING’S ADDRESS. 
With profound gratitude to Almighty God for the manifold blessings 
vouchsafed to our denomination in the past, and with firm reliance upon 
His merciful guidance for the future, we come toentnet to-day in our 


quadrennial assembling. 
Before entering upon our business session, and as I come to the close of 


my official relation with the General Conference in the high and respon- 


sible position to which it has been pleased twice to call me, it seems 
proper that I should make such report and such suggestions as may 
appear to me to be fitting and needful. 

The recommendation that I made to the last General Conference for a 


closer contact, through correspondence between the annual conferences 


and the President of the General Conference, has been, I am convinced, 


the means of accomplishing much good. The correspondence has had a 


wide range, embracing requests for the construction of law and for advice 


in the management of what were regarded difficult cases. To these, as 
far as possible, I have given close and careful attention. I think it highly 
important that our church officiary everywhere should feel that they have 
easy access, when they desire it, to the President of the General Confer- 


ence for counsel and advice. : 

I repeat the recommendation, also, that it be the duty of the secretaries 

of the annual conferences, each year, to forward to the President of the 
General Conference copies of the conference minutes. 
— Soon after the close of the last General Conference I addressed a circu- 
lar letter, through the Secretary, to the president of each of the annual 
conferences, inclosing the overtures which were directed to be sent down 
to the conferences and requested action thereon. I subsequently called 
attention to the overtures through our church papers. Of the entire 
number of conferences 28 have reported their action to me. 
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12, When a question is under debate no motion shall be entertained 
but to adjourn, to lay on the table, to commit, amend or postpone, which 
several motions have precedence in the order they stand arranged, and 
the first two shall be taken without debate, and a motion to adjourn shal] 
always be in order. 

13. Every member within the bar shall vote on all questions submit. 
ted to the action of the Conference, unless excused for sufficient reason. 

14. No personalities shall be allowed in debate, nor ss reflec- 
tions upon any religious denominations. 

15 All reports of committees, when read by their respective chairmen, 
shall be regarded as 3 the property of the Conference, and — to its 
action. 

16. Any motion to reconsider shall be made by some member who 
voted with the majority, and shall require a majority of the members 
present to sustain it; nor shall a motion to reconsider be entertained, if 
made later than the second day after the original action is had, except by 
a vote of two-thirds of the members present. 

17. Any member shall have the right to call for the reading of any 
subject under consideration. No member shall be allowed to explain 
remarks made in a previous speech, except in regular debate, unless a 
member requests it; but any member so called upon to explain shall have 
the right to decline any explanation. , 2 

18. The President shall administer the rules rigidly and impartially. 
He shall promptly suppress unseemly demonstrations, such as stamping, 
clapping of hands and conversation, or other behavior which obstructs 
the business of the Conference. 

‘Ig. Persons not members having business with the Conference shall 
present their business to the appropiate committees, who may, in their 
discretion, recommend that the persons applying be heard by the Con- 
ference, or the committee itself may bring the business, if deemed of 
pa ete importance, to the notice of the Conference. 

No one shall be constituted an honorary member; but persons 
Paes presented to the President by the Committee on Fraternal Relations, 
and by the President presented to the Conference, maybe invited to a 


seat within the bar, and, by, vote, may be permitted to address the Con- 
ference on any specified subject. 
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stant prayer that God may open up to us a larger work, and that, trusting

The Board held a session November 20, 1897, at Baltimore, at which the 
several items referred to it by the General Conference were considered, 
-and such action was taken as was deemed for the best interests of the 
Church. 

In December, 1897, the resignation of Rev. John F. pieiiais as Editor of 
our Sunday School Publication was received and accepted by the Board. 
Mrs. Anna Pierpont Siviter was chosen to fill the position as Editor 
protempore. 

June 20, 1898.—The Board in separate session at Baltimore and Pitts- 


burgh unanimously elected Rev. Charles E. Wilbur, as Editor, he to 
assume the duties on September first. 


On August 3, 1898, U. S. Fleming presented his Bee tact to the 
Pittsburgh Directory as Publishing Agent, and on the 17th of same month 


that Directory elected F. W. Pierpont to succeed him, taking charge on 
September first following.

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had so long to contend. In fact $800 was paid last year toward the lessening 
of our interest-bearing debt, and had not certain repairs to the building, 

its heating and lighting apparatus been imperative, and certain ; improve- 
ments in the printing department inaugurated, looking to the reduction 


of expense, the permanent indebtedness on the building: would have 
been materially lessened. 


The Methodist Recorder is not yet on a paying basis, but we have the 
satisfaction of knowing that our loss, compared with many other denomi- 
national papers, is small. The Methodist Episcopal Church reports a loss 
of $108,025 on its eight Advocates during the last four years. With the 
improved mechanical appearance of the Recorder, the reduction of over 
half in the cost of composition now obtained by the use of typesetting 
machinery, and the new pictorial and literary features introduced, we 
expect to widen its circulation and increase its advertising patronage. 
We regret that the business men of the denomination do not patronize its 
advertising pages. The increased cost of paper has precluded the possi- 
bility of the reduction in the subscription price at one time contem- 
plated. The cost of paper has about doubled, and this adds largely to 
the expense of the Recorder as well as of the Sunday School publications. 


The Sunday School Periodicals are in a healthy condition, and much 
more than paying expenses. The profit for the four years was $17,- 
726.01. The average circulation of the Scholars’ Quarterly was 68,344; 

Teachers’ Journal, 7,219; Lesson Leaf, 18,260; Morning Guide, 14,740; 
Our Children, 27,854. In addition to these, the Bible School Picture 
Cards now have a circulation of over 15,000 sets per quarter. 


Previous to December, 1898, our building was lighted by gas, but at 
that time we installed our own electric light plant, at a cost of about 
$1,100. The light is made by Westinghouse engine and motor, and has 
given perfect satisfaction, furnishing light for about 225 lamps, adding 
greatly to the beauty of our rooms and to the comfort of ourselves and 


tenants, at a saving over former gas bills of over $350 per year. This 
electrical apparatus is paid for. 


In January, this year, a change was made from the old style 2 hand 
composition formerly employed in the composing room to machine- “set 
type. This change was brought about by the introduction of a Mergen- 
_thaler Linotype machine, and now practically all the typesetting on the 

Recorder and the various Sunday School Publications is done on this 
machine, at a saving of over $2,000a year. The machine, with its fixtures 
and the other expenses connected with the change, cost about $4,000, of 
which amount $2,000 has been paid. This machine casts its own type, 


so that all our publications are printed each issue from a new face, 
greatly to the improvement of our literature. 


Look Department.—The profit in the Book Department was $176 last 
year, against which the three preceding years show a loss of $2,108. Two

CHANGES DURING THE QUADRENNIUM. 


The resignation of Dr. Cowan as editor of the Sunday-School periodicals 
was presented to the Board of Publication on December 31, 1897, and as he 
asked for an early release, it was accepted with regret, and recognition of 
Dr. Cowan’s valuable work, by the Pittsburgh Directory, acting as a part 
of the Board of Publication, to take effect January 10, 1898, with the 
approval of the Baltimore Directory. Mrs. Anna Pierpont Siviter was 
selected as editor pro tempore, the Baltimore Directory approving this 
action. On February 15 the Pittsburgh Directory nominated as editor 
the Rev. C. E. Wilbur, and after much correspondence the Baltimore 
Directory voted for Dr. Wilbur on June 20, with the understanding that 
he assume his duties on September 1, and that Mrs. Siviter continue as 
editor until that date. Mrs. Siviter did most excellent work, and her 
services were heartily appreciated by the Board and a the Church at 
large. : 

On August 2. 1898, U.S. Fleming presented his resignation as Publish- 
ing Agent, to return to his profession. The resignation was accepted 
with a fitting recognition of Mr. Fleming’s diligence and faithfulness. 
On August 17 F. W. Pierpont was elected to succeed him, the change to 
to take place September 1. 

The Directory has’ sustained a severe loss in the death of one ol its 
members, the Rev. John Scott. It adopted the following minute, which 
was directed to be entered on the records and published in the church 
papers: 

“In the death of our beloved brother, the Rev. John Scott, the 
Directory has losta faithful member and a wise counselor, and each mem- 
ber has lost a valued personal friend. The publishing interests of the 
Methodist Protestant Church will sorely miss his sagacious advice, born 
of a ripe experience in the editorial office and supplemented by a wide 
acquaintance with the denomination, its ministers and laity, and with the

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(D). Report of Committee of Seven on evita: Appointed 
| at Last Conference. 


The committee appointed by the last General Conference for the pur. 
pose of making a thorough examination of the Discipline, with a view of 
putting in form such matters of revision as should appear to it necessary, 
and reporting the same to the succeeding General Conference, met in the 
City of Baltimore on the 12th of December, 1899, and continued its ses- 
sions for two days. Unavoidable circumstances prevented the attend. 
ance of some of the members of the committee, there being present J. T. 
Murray, J. A. Thrapp andj. W. Hering. 

It was unanimously resolved by those present, in view of the absence of 
other members, to request Rev. F. T. Little, of Baltimore city, to CO-Op- 
erate with the committee in its work. To this request Brother Little 

responded and rendered most valuable assistance both as a member of 
the committee and as secretary, and the committee asks that its action in 
this matter be confirmed, and earnestly recommends that this General 
Conference recognize him as a member of the committee. 

Prior to adjournment the committee appointed a sub-committee to put 
into form and prepare for the press the various items of revision which 
had been agreed upon. The sub-committee consisted of J. T. Murray and 
F. T. Little. The death of Dr. Murray, which occurred in the midst of 
this work—a work to which he had devoted himself most assiduously—_ 
left the burden mainly upon Brother Little. What this involved in the 
way of extensive and exacting labor the Conference will appreciate when 
the report-is fully examined. 

The General Conference not being invested with power to change the 
articles of the constitution, the committee, of course, did not presume to. 
make any revision of the constitutional provision, nor did it take in con- 
sideration any propositions sent in which were in the nature of modifica- 
tions to constitutional law. Some verbal changes, and changes which the 
committee thinks will improve the structure of sentences, have been 

The principal aim of the committee has been to make such changes and 
put the subject-matter in such order as will make the Discipline harmo-- 
nize with the constitution of the church; to correct inaccuracies when 
they occurred, and to make the forms of expression more clear and con- 
cise. | 

In addition to this other changes in the Discipline are suggested in 
the report and earnestly commended to the favorable action of the Con- 
ference. 

We herewith respectfully submit the report, praying that God may so 


guide and direct the Conference in its action upon it that the highest 
— good may come to the Church.

a point of law, from the decision of the Quarterly Conference to the 


Annual Conference, was referred to your committee. 


After carefully reviewing the question, your committee is of the opinion 


that neither the Constitution nor Discipline makes provision for such 


appeal. 


The following paper was referred to your committee: 

WHEREAS; At the last session of the Maryland Annual Conference: an 
ordained minister was elected a lay delegate by practically the unanimous 
vote of those present at a regularly called meeting for the purpose; and, 

WHEREAS, The said ordained minister has never had, nor ever sought, 
an appointment, being ey and prominently engaged in secular work; 
and, 

WHEREAS, The said person is one of the prominent lay workers in the 


Station of Baltimore City, to which he belongs—being, at the time, an 
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This committee has also had under advisement a communication from 
the Secretary of the General Conference of the Primitive Methodist 
Church notifying us of their action appointing their President, Rev. T. 
M. Bateman, D.D., as fraternal messenger, to bear their kind greetings 
and expressions of good will to this body, and claiming kinship with us | 
as non-Episcopal Methodists, with the expressed vs tk that in the near 
future we may be one.

Corseapandence. We therefore recommend that we express our hearty

A local minister, holding membership in a Quarterly Conference, is 
charged with gross immoral conduct. He is tried before a committee of 
ministers, as proviced in Book of Discipline, and found guilty: he desires 
to appeal from the verdict of said committee. To what Conference shall 
he appeal? (The Quarterly or Annual).- | 

We answer: To the Annual Conference. See Article XIV, Sec. 2, of 
the Constitution. 

The following resolution was referred to your committee: 

Resolved, That we, as the General Conference of the Methodist 
Protestant Church, cannot approve the violation of the sovereignty of 
one Annual Conference by a Sister Conference, in stationing ministers in 
territory not belonging to it bylaw. ‘The spirit of our form of Methodism 
is that each Annual Conference has sole jurisdiction within its boundaries; 
and any invasion of such rights is contrary to mutual rights, tending to 
confusion, and is not to be tolerated or approved. 

We return this resolution with an affirmative recommendation. 

A resolution, signed by C. D. Sinkinson, J. Leuppie and B. Stout 
reading as follows, was referred to us: 

Resolved, That no Conference shall be allowed to seat any delegate 
from any church not within its own boundary. 

We recommend that this resolution, be so amended, as to read:

3. That we discountenance the use of the day as a season to be devoted 
to what are usually called recreations, such as bathing, boat, buggy and 
bicycle riding, ball playing, letter writing, novel reading, social visiting, 
and that most baleful feature of our modern civilization, the open saloon, 
and the numerous and nameless evils that cluster around it, and that we 


urge all our people to refrain from these popular abuses of the sacred 
season. 


4. That we are unalterably opaeied to any of those so- -called Sabbath 
employments or enjoyments which cannot be undertaken in the name of 
the Lord, and do not minister to His glory, and that we urge upon all 
with whom we have any connection a strict observance of the day as an 
occasion for the assembling of ourselves together in family and public 
worship, for the reading and study of God’s word, for ministrations to 
the sick and distressed, for self-denying missionary labors and similar 
sacred engagements, which not only producea restful and tonic influence 
upon both body and spirit, but like other conditions of godliness ‘‘are 
profitable unto all things.’

I. The Sunday School is a department of the church in which the 
Holy Scriptures are taught for the salvation of souls, and for the building 
up of souls in Christ; and, therefore, every church member should be a 
member of the school, and earnestly strive not only to bring the children 
but all unsaved persons into the school.

3. In view of the fact that the great hindrance to the progress of this 
department of the church is the incompetency of teachers, we recom-

(b). ‘“Teaching and Teachers,’”’ by Dr. H. Clay Trumbull. 

(c). ‘‘“Sunday School Success,’? by Amos R. Wells. 

(d). ‘‘Practical Primary Plans,’’ by Israel P. Black. 

(e). Dr. Scott’s Catechism. | 

4. That denominational Sunday School associations be organized in. 
each Annual Conference district, and hold meetings in connection with 
the Annual Conferences, and that these associations award diplomas to 
persons completing the course of study. 

5. That it shall be the duty of the pastors to call the attention of Sun- 
day-school workers to this course of study, and insist upon each teacher - 
studying the Revised Normai Lessons, and reading at least one book in 
the course of study that is the best adapted to his grade of work.

_ WHEREAS, It is to be observed that almost all the evils with which 
society is afflicted are closely related to Sabbath desecration, or a dis- 
regard of that ancient law of God requiring one day in seven to be 
observed as a holy day rather than as a civil holiday; and 

WHEREAS, The vast annual influx of foreigners to our shores renders 
us at this time peculiarly open to the influence of that baleful institution 
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tion as the Southwest Oklahoma Mission Conference be eranicna by this 
Coneral Conference; provided the President of the General Conference 
shall ascertain that the Constitution and Discipline have been complied 
with. | 

Item 6. We recommend that certain papers received from the Georgia

(L), Report of the Committee on Temperance. 


Your Committee on Temperance reports as follows: 

We regard it a simple Christian duty on the part of our Church mem- 
bership to abstain from the use of all intoxicating beverages, and to con- 
tribute their co-operation and support to «very method for the suppression 
of the liquor traffic by the State. We believe that the enforcement of 
the principles of the Gospel in the pulpit, and the consistent support of 
these principles by the laity are the truest, the surest and the most last_ 
ing in the work of temperance reform. We are opposed to any and 
every system of license for the reason that it is a legal sanction of an 
iniquitous traffic, and gives it the same recognition before the law as that 
of a just and honorable business, and we cannot give even implied or 
- indirect sanction to the business. We want to record our constant and 
uncompromising hostility to the saloon, and our hearty support of any. 
ieasure that will compass its overthrow. 

We hail with joy the growth of the temperance sentiment in this 
country. Many counties in the various States have adopted local pro- 
hibition, and others are falling into line, and several States have 
suppressed the traffic by law within their territory. And though the 
church is far from being a unit in its hostility to the saloon, it is apparent 
that a steady growth of this sentiment is prophetic of the time when this 
blackest sin of the nation will be wiped out 

We regret very much that the Government failed to execute the anti- 
canteen law passed by Congress, and urge upon our representatives in 
the Senate and House of Representatives at the earliest opportunity to 
give to the authorities a law in its stead that cannot be misinterpreted, 
which will promote total abstinance in the army and navy and in the 


Old Soldiers’ Homes sustained by the Goverment.

The Committee on Boundaries respectfully offers the following: 

First— We have carefully examined all the questions submitted to us 
concerning the various boundary lines of the different Conferences and 
report as follows: 

Item 1. The Arkansas Conference, with the consent of the churches 
situated in the northeast part of the State, has set off a conference to be 
called the ‘‘Northeast Arkansas Conference,’’ the boundaries to be as fol- 
lows: All that part of the State of Arkansas north of the Arkansas River, 
except Fort Smith Mission District; also the counties of New Madrid, 
Dunklin and Pemiscot, in the State of Missouri, to be included in said 
district. We recommend that their action be approved. 

Item 2. We find that the Indiana Conference, by mutual arrangement 
with the Chicago German Mission Conference, has received the Chicago 


German Mission Conference into the Indiana Conference. We recom- 


mend that this action be approved, and that the German churches remain — 
in the Indiana Conference until they otherwise elect. 

Item 3. It is the sense of this Conference that Newark and Wliza beth, 
N. J., should be in the New Jersey Conference, and, if their consent can 
be secured to the transfer, the Presidents of the Maryland and New Jersey 
Conferences shall arrange for the transfer without further authority. 

Item 4. We recommend that the boundary line of the Alabama Con- 


- ference be changed so as to read as follows: Alabama embraces all the 


State of Alabama except that: part of Choctaw County west of the Tom- 
bigbee River. 
Change the boundary line of Missouri to read as follows: Missouri 
embraces that part of the State of Missouri lying south of the Missouri 
River, except the counties of New Madrid, Dunklin and Pemiscot. 
Change the boundary line of Mississippi to read as follows: Mississippi 
embraces that portion of the State of Mississippi south of a line across the 
State from the northeast corner of Attala County, thence west to the Mis- 
sissippi River, and including Choctaw County in the State of Alabama. 
Item 5. Having received communication from J. J. Lycei, Secretary, 
and W. M. Stickland, President, of Oklahoma Mission Conference, stating 
that they have organized a Mission Conference in Oklahoma with 300 
members and 30 preachers, we recommend that their request for recogni- 
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a representation of nine persons, beg leave to submit for your considera- 
tion the following. Upon September 4, 1901, Methodism will be repre- 
sented in London bya convention consisting of 500 members, 200 of 
whom will be from the East and 300 from the West. Out of this 300 our 
denomination is entitled to nine members. — | iliac 
Recognizing the tremendous importence of this work, and that to it will 
go representatives from wherever Methodism exists, from the continents 
of the earth and the islands of the sea, we urge upon you the demand for 
a representation that will do credit and honor to our denomination and 
place to our credit the respect and consideration due us from the divisions

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(M.) Report of Special Committee on Ecumenical Conference. 


‘Report of the committee appointed by the President of the General 
Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church to meet with similar com- 
mittees from other branches of Methodism to arrange for holding an 
Ecumenical Conference of Methodism at or Roads Chapel, London, ‘Sep- 
tember 4, 


In June, 1898, a committee representing the Methodist churches of 
Great Britain invited the Methodist churches of the United States and 
Canada to co-operate in an arrangement for holding the third Ecumenical 
Conference of Methodism in London in Igo1. The proposal met with im- 
mediate concurrence in this country, and the first meeting was held at 
the Mission Rooms of the Methodist Episcopal Church in New York. 

Our church having been invited through the President of the General 
Confeience, that official deemed it advisable in the interim of the General 
Conference to appoint a preliminary committee to co-operate with similar 
committees from the other Methodisms of the continent. He named as 
that committee F. T. Tagg, M. L. Jennings, ~ ba Stultz, F. R. Harris, 
W. K. Gillispie, and U.S. Fleming. 

In June of 1899 the various committees met. Our own church was rep- 
resented by F. T. Tagg, L. D. Stultz and F. R. Harris. Bishop Hurst of 
the M. KE. Church was made permanent chairman, and Dr J. J. Tigert of 
the M. EK. Church South was made permanent secretary. A committee 
to apportion the number of representatives to the various bodies of 
Methodism was appointed, in which our church was represented by Dr. F. 
R. Harris. The report of that committee, which was adopted, allots nine 
representatives toour church. These representatives the General Contfer- 
ence now in session will be called upon to elect. 

A committee on programme was also chosen. On this committee F. T. 
Tagg represented our church. This committee held several meetings and 
finally decided upon the following program, two subjects of which were 
suggested by the representative of our church and adopted by the com- 
mittee. 

_ We were urged to suggest the n names of our representatives, but in view 
of the meeting of this body in time to give sufficient opportunity for prep- 
aration in any subjects that might be allotted to our church, we declined 
_to make appointments and come to this Conference with the recommen- 
dation that the representatives be now selected. Each church repre- 
sented is expected to bear some part of the expense involved in the pre- 
liminary arrangements. We recommend that this Conference assess the 
church to the amount of fifty dollars to pay our part of these expenses.

It shall communicate with the various Annual Conferences as to the 
progress of students from their respective districts, and give to every 
student at the close of his period of study at college or seminary, if 
justified by his qualifications, a testimonial of honorable dismissal to his 

Conference. 

Article VIII: No beneficiary shall receive any assistance from this 
Board except upon the recommendation of four-fifths of the Examining 
Committee, and the said beneficiary shall not receive more than $125 per 
year, or more than a total sum of $500, except upon special recommen- 
dation of the entire Examining Committee. a 

III. We recommend the following rules and regulations to be incor- 
porated in the Constitution of the Board, viz: ae 

(1). Applicants for aid from the Board of Ministerial Education shall be | 
required to pass a satisfactory examination in such studies as will admit 
them to the Freshman classes of our official colleges unless by unanimous 
consent of the Examining Committee. 

(2). All applicants for aid from the Board shall be required to pay, or to 
furnish satisfactory security for, the charges of their first term in our 
schools; but the amount thus paid may be refunded, in the discretion of 
the Board, if the student shall make a satisfactory record and be accepted © 
asa beneficiary. 

(3). All applications for aid shall be submitted to the Board not later 
than the first of August of each year, and no applicant rejected by one 
Examining Committee shall be received by any other Examining Com- 
mittee without the consent of the first named committee. When a bene- 
ficiary fails in any of his studies no further appropriation shall be made to 
him until he shall have passed a satisfactory examination in those studies: 
this rule shall be uniform in all our schools. 

(4) No married man shall become a beneficiary of this Board. 

(5). The maximum sum appropriated to any one of our official colleges 
shall not exceed two-fifths of the annual income of the Board. 

‘IV. We note with sorrow and a deep sense of loss, the death of LF, 
Cooper, M.D., the late President of the Board of Ministerial Education, 
and an honored member of the last General Conference. We unite with 
the Board in bearing testimony to his estimable Christian character, his 
long and useful connection with our church, and especially to his intelli- 
gent and ardent interest in the cause represented by this report. 

V. We recommend that the Board of Ministerial Education consist of 
jive members and the Corresponding Secretary, member ex-officio, and 
we nominate for election the following: J. H. Claney, J. W. Knott, 


M. D. Helmick, W. S. Walker and J. F. Henkle. : 
VI. We recommend the formation of an Executive Committee of the 


Board, consisting of the President, the Corresponding Secretary and

Your Committee on Ministerial Education reports as follows: 


I. We have examined the report of the Corresponding Secretary and 


and Treasurer of the Board, which is herewith submitted, and desire to 
express our gratification at the full and encouraging exhibit it makes of 
this important interest of ourchurch. There has been an increase during 

the quadrennium of nearly $8,000 in the total receipts of the Board, and 
- this fact not only merits grateful mention, but reflectscredit upon the 
faithful and efficient services of the Corresponding secretary and 
Treasurer. | 

II. The report of the Committee of Seven on Revision in so far as it 
relates to the Constitution of the Board of Ministerial Education was 


referred to your committee, and we return it with the recommendation 
that it be adopted as follows: 


97. Amend Article 6 as follows: 
6. ‘To make a full report to each General Conference of the assets 
and liabilities of the Board, the number of students assisted, the Confer- 


ences to which they belong, and the amount appropriated for each 
student.’’ 


Page 98. Amend Article V down to ninth line as follows:

‘All assistance rendered by the Board to beneficiaries shall 
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abie and reliable friends of our work amounting to $1, 500, and an 
annuity note of $500 bearing 6 per cent. interest, and additional notes and 
pledges unpaid of $9,275. : 

part of this last named sum is being reduced by payments of interest 
and principal, with the prospect of yielding more in the future as a result 
of a recent canvass and correspondence. 

When the first call was made for subscriptions to the Walker Memorial 
Fund, the affairs of the Board were in a crisis owing to the death of the 
former Corresponding Secretary. A large number of students in our 
schools were depending upon the Board for means to remain at their 
studies. The announcement was made in the church papers and other- 
wise, that for a time the subscriptions paid i in would: be used as loans to 
the beneficiaries in the emergency with the puspoee of restoring them to 
the Permanent Fund when they were returned. 

From January I, 1891, to December 30, 1898, $2,754.62 were so used. 
The table below shows the dates and amounts restored to the Permanent 
Fund and invested: 


January 8, 1897.......... $600 

$1,762 30 


Since December 30, 1898, none of the payments or any part of any of 
the divisions of the Permanent Fund have been used in the Distributive 
Fund. Everything has been invested and the interest only used. 

The sums of money appearing on the receipts of the Treasurer’s report 
do not represent all the money contributed by our church for Ministerial 
Education, nor represent all the interest felt by our church in this work. 

There are several individuals and several churches who have given gen- 
erously the past four years to the cause, but they prefer to give directly to 
the beneficiaries whom they select and prescribe the conditions of the 
help afforded. 

Their gifts and the means of those aided do not appear in the obit of 
the Board, though it is probable that the number aided in this way is at 
least one-third as large as the number aided by the Board. Of these sev- 
eral persons have provided annual scholarships at Westminster; others are 
paying the way of students at Adrian College and Kansas City University. 
The present year there have been in attendance at Adrian College 24 stu- 
dents who have been aided by the Board; 14 at Westminster; I at Kansas _ 
City University. Several more have been recommended and needed the 
aid, but the condition of the treasury made it impossible for the Board to 
stant the amount asked for. ‘he number of students for the ministry in 
attendance at our several institutions is larger than any previous year of 
which the writer has any knowledge. The organization of the Kansas 
City University and Westminster College, Texas, and Ohio Valley College 
of West Virginia, has called to these centers more of our young people 
seeking an education, and among them is the usual proportion of those 


having the ministry in view.

and W. A. Morris. 

We commend the work of the Secretary of the Board i in increasing the © 


invested fnnd from about $5,000 to over $16,000. This money is safely 
invested and bearing a satisfactory interest.

To the General Conference of 1900: 


The report of the Corresponding Secretary and Treasurer, together with 
a statement showing the condition of the ee for the four _— 
ending May 15th, 1900, is herewith submitted. 
The receipts from churches and individuals have not increased as we could 
have wished. Two wide spread impressions are met by the Secretary. 
1. That the offerings should come almost wholly yom people of wealth 
in our churches to carry on this work. | 

2. That the return payments of the loans in the hands of beneficiaries 
of this Board ought now to be large enough with other income of the 
Board to practically carry on the work. | 


There is some force in these statements, but some other facts omuht to 
be c nsidered in connection with them. 
The salaries of the brethern, as a rule, are very meagre for some years 

after entering the active ministry, sometimes barely afford a living. 
They begin with debts beside those to the Board. | They have boeks to | 
buy, usually a hoine to furnish, a horse and conveyance to get about their 
work, and the sums they can pay on their loans from the Board are very 
small, 

Some have been and are delve weil eratnaily sO} others have, to say 
the least, a peculiar idea of the nature of their obligations to the Board. 
But we take pleasure in calling the attention of the Conference to the 
large increase of the ‘‘Permanent Fund” since the last General Confer- 
ence. At Kansas City, 1806, the invested Permanent Fang was reported 
$5.184.60. 

We are able to report to this Conference $16,529.64 Sail anata Fund, 
which is carefully invested and the interest alone used in the work of the 
Board. Beside the sum just mentioned we have mortuary notes given by

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At Adrian there are 38, at Western Maryland College and the Semis ary 
32, Kansas City University 38, at Westminster College, Texas, 11, making 
a total of 119 last year, besides some not reported at Gittings Seininary 
and other institutions without theological departments. 

‘There are at least 125 men who are known to be in preparation now at 
these above institutions. Thirty-nine of this number have received finan 
cial aid from our Board. This is a larger proportion paying their own 
way than has ever before been reported. 

The Board desired the Secretary to call the attention of the Gidinea! 
Conference to the importance of amending article 4, paragraph 8 of the 
constitution of this Board, so that the committee of Itinerancy and Orders 
could act for the Conference in the interval of its sessions, when the Con- 
ference so ordered, and also that candidates be recommended at the ses- 
sion of Conference previous to the college year in which the applicant 
desires aid, so that the application may be submitted to the Board not 
later than the first of August of each year, or a rule should be made that 
all applicants pay their own way in our colleges at least one year before 
appropriations shalt be made to them from the Board. 

Experiments should be made at the expense of the student rather than 
the church or Board of Education. 

The following resolution adopted by the Board at its meeting of Sep- 
tember 26, 1899, seems proper to be included in this report, referring to 
the death of the President of the Board, who also was a member of the 
last General Conference and a layman well known and honored by the 
church in -his profession, and as a useful and prominent.citizen. 

“Tt is with great sadness and a sense of the deep loss sustained by our — 
Board that I note the death of our president, J. F. Cooper, M.D., since our 
last meeting. God took him to his heavenly home on the morning of 
August I9, 1899. While he had not been in robust health for some 
months, as is well known by the members of the Board, there was nothing 
that La dioatad any serious change or immediate danger Suddenly and 
alone in the quiet of his bedchamber, sometime between midnight and 
morning, the message came. While we know he was ready to meet his 
Lord and was gathered like a ripened sheaf to his long home, this does not 
take away the deep sense of our loss. For nearly twelve years he has ably 
and worthily filled the position of president of this Board. 

His interest in everything pertaining to the work and,welfare of the 
Board and the church it represents was intelligent, heartfelt and unflag- 
ging. His counsel was wise and helpful. We shall always be grateful 
that God spared him to us so long, and shall constantly strive to follow 
his example of earnest and intelligent devotion and generous Co- operation 


in the interests of this Board and the larger work of the Church of Jesus 
Christ.

Since 
the opening of the University the sum of $8,000 has been received as 
legacies. In addition to this Mr. H. J. Heinz has contributed at least 
$20,000. We would express our very high appreciation and that of the 
whole church to Mr. Heinz for his personal interest and generous sup- 
port of the institution. Without his interest and- co-operation the 
University would not be a reality.

nection with the street car lines of Kansas City, Mo. This line traverses 
3 through the University lands for the distance of about three-quarters of a 
mile. It will be seen, therefore, that it opens up much of our property 
, for improvement, and promises to greatly enhance its value. This line 
also passes on through the western part of our county for more than 20 - 
miles, thus opening this country to us in a way that will greatly help our 
patronage of students. The company that operates this road is at this . 
time preparing to build a branch that will run from the University into | : t 
the heart of Kansas City, Kan , thus completing our connection with all 2 ee 
| parts of the two Kansas Cities. Taking into consideration the Metropoli- 
| tan Line, which comes to a terminus at the eastern boundary line of the 
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Conference. From this we learn that the Muskingum Conference has 
accepted a plot of land donated to that Conference by Hon. Vincent Fer- 
guson, with the view of establishing a college in West Lafayette, Ohio, 
valued at $20,000. The prospect is that the school will be opened in Sep. 
tember next. We recommend that the General Conference give this 
enterprise friendly recognition.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES KANSAS CITY UNIVERSITY. 


To the General Conference of the Methodist ats Church, ASSEM- 
bled at Atlantic City: 


DEAR BRETHREN.—I have the honor to present to you in behalf of the 
trustees of the Kansas City University the following report of the work 


accomplished during the past four years, the present condition of the 
institution, and its future prospects. 


When the last General Conference held its session in Kansas City, we 


had not yet entered upon the active career of our work as aninstitution ~ 


of learning. During thesession of that Conference the corner-stone of 
Mather Hall, our first building, was laid. This building was completed 
in time for the work of the University to open in the month of Septem- 
ber, 1896. Since that time the work of the institution has gone on unin- 
interruptedly, and with increasing success. 
- At its outset the University formed an alliance with the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, a medical college of the Allopathic school, with 
the College of Homeopathic Medicine and Surgery, and with the Kansas 
City School of Elocution and Oratory. These schools thus becoming 
departments of the University were and are schools of the foremost 
character and standing of their kind. The University thus, at the outset, 
became such in factas wellasin name. ‘The attendance of students at the 
University the first year in all departments was 208, 47 of these heing in 
the literary department of the institution. The second year the attend- — 
ance in all departments was 294 students, 99 of these being in the literary 
- department of the University. The third year, ending i in June, 1899, the 
total attendance was 286, 96 of them being in the literary depertments. 

The attendance of students in the literary department of the Univer- 
sity, while not large, has covered a great extent of territory. At the 
- present time we have students from Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma, Iowa, | 

North Carolina, Nebraska, Illinois, Michigan, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 

Of our students the present year thirty-eight have the ministry in view, 
the larger part of these expecting to work in the western conferences of 
our church. What the effect may be on our western work when these 
young men, and those who may follow, with a fair degree of preparation, 


become engaged in the active work of building up our cause in the west, 
can readily be imagined. _ 
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During the past four years the University has received several valuable 
bequests from .various sources. A bequest of a considerable amount of 
realestate was made to the University by the late John Brown, of Chil- 

-howie, Mo. This bequest was subject toa life interest by his widow. 
An offer was made by the heirs to give the University $1,500 cash, pro- 
vided the University would relinquish its claim on the estate. While the ‘ 
property under consideration was much more valuable, it was finally Yq 
decided, in view of the uncertainties attendant on the future, to accept : 
the proposition. A scholarship of $500 was established by the late — a 
Joseph Wilson, of Iowa, the interest of which is to be used for assisting | 
in the education of young ministers. Mr. and Mrs. Hendricks, of 
Des Moines, Iowa, have deeded to the University three houses and lots es 
in that city, valued at $3,000. Mr. Morgan Rymer, of Carthage, Ill., has My 
deeded to the University two residence properties in that city worth nib: i 
ably $2,000. Mrs. Callahan, of Muncie, Ind., has also deeded to the |

existence was the possibility of lawsuits to set aside the will of Dr. 
Mather, and to get hold of portions of his valuable estate. There have 
been several such lawsuits undertaken. One suit to set aside the will of 
Dr. Mather was begun by one of the remote heirs. Dr. Mather had fore- 
seen the possibility of such suits being undertaken, and he had therefore 
left a small legacy to all of his relatives, upon the receipt of which each 
heir was to sign a release of all further claims on the estate. These oes 
legacies were-all accepted and receipts signed. The suit to break the will a 
thrown out of court, on the ground that the contestant had already 
‘ | been disqualified for taking exception to the will by the release of all claims 
against the estate. As the time has elapsed in which any further litiga- 
tion to disturb the will has passed, no further trouble in this direction is — 
anticipated. | 
Another suit against the estate of Dr. Mather to recover a claim for t 
alleged services by J. W. Knapp for the amount of $7,000 was tried, but i. 
resulted in a verdict that relieved the estate of any ohhgation in the | «a 
matter. 
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University lands, it will be seen that we now practically have, or soon 
will have, three street car lines into the cities and one connecting us with 
the country for 20 miles or more west. While we have had to labor ardu- 
ously and wait impatiently for these developments, yet our labor and 
waiting have been rewarded with far better facilities than we dreamed of 
securing at first. We hope and expect that these advantages will tell 
favorably on our patronage of students in the next few years. 
The effect of these improvements has been to stimulate the growth of 
the city in our direction. Property has considerably increased in value 
within the past year, and much building is now going on in the neighbor- 
hood of the University. As we own over 200 acres of ground in this 
vicinity, it can be readily seen what this means to us. In the course of 
time this locality must become one of the populous districts of the city. 
When that time comes, if we have wisely handled our possessions, the > 
proceeds from sales of our lands will have made us one of the best en- 
dowed institutions of the West. 
The present value of our properties places us nearly at the head of 
institutions of learning under the control of religious denominations in 
the State of Kansas, so far as financial condition is concerned. A com- 
mittee was appointed by our Board a few months ago to make a careful 
inventory of our properties. At the head of this committee was Mr. J. S. 
Chick, the oldest banker of Kansas City, Mo., and a man well and favor- 
ably known throughout the State of Missouri. His long acquaintance 
with the values of Kansas City properties qualified him to pass an accurate 
judgment upon our property values. This committee made an itemized 


report of our various tracts of land, lots, residence properties, € etc., and 
the following is a summary of their report:

While this property at present values represents a handsome sum, yet 
eventually we shall realize much more than the amount stated for the 
endowment and equipment of the institution. 


Much of this property is at present unproductive. The residence prop-. 
erties yield an annual revenue of $1,920. The lands and vacant properties 
yield an annual rental of perhaps not far from $500. The taxes of the 
University and repairs in keeping up the properties of the institution do 
not fall short of $1,500 per year, so that it will be seen that at present the 


income from the holdings of the University will not go very far toward 
the running expenses of the institution. |

Funds for building must be obtained from other sources. ‘Those who are

We feel that the interests of the whole denomination are involved in 
our success. We look to the whole denomination for moral and material ah 
support. The enterprise is largely a missionary enterprise—a movement 
toward church extension on a large scale. The west is too feeble to give 
that support unaided which such a movement needs to attain the largest 


success. Such a field has rarely been opened to any church. The great ai 
metropolis of the far west lies open to us, unoccupied by any other institu- a 
tion of learning. We have received acordial and hearty welcome on the — 


part of the best elements of the community. But to keep this support Be 
we must move forward. We must show that development of resources: 
of buildings,. and influence that will meet the expectations we have 
aroused. And to effect this we need the hearty support of the whole 
church. 
Tcannot close without reference to that this enterprise 
owesto Mr. H. J. Heinz, President of the Board of Trustees. Without 
the aid he has so generously extended we should have came to a halt 
long before this. He has tided us over every difficulty thus far. But 
he feels the needs of co-operation on the part of the church. With © 
such co-operation as he should have in so noble a work, I feel that he M 
will continue to extend to us the same liberal use of his means, of his “a 
time, and of his abilities he has given us in the past.

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Still another assault was made on the estate by Mrs. J. W. Knapp for 
services rendered Dr. Mather to the amount of $7,500. This suit has come 
to trial several times. On two occasions the jury disagreed. Finally she 
secured an award of $700. The executor of the estate believing that her — 
claim was wholly unjust, carried the case to the Superior Court and 
received a verdict remanding it for new trial. This perhaps has been the 

most difficult suit which the estate has had to contend with, owing to the 
difficulty of obtaining wbabasnnannit but it is where we think it will give us 
no further trouble. | 

Another lawsuit, in which the Mather estate was plaintiff, has termin- 
ated favorably to the University. The assets of the Mather estate in- 
cluded a judgment amounting to about $12,000, including interest. The 
property which secured this judgment through some technicality had 
passed into the hands of another party. Our attorneys told us they had 
no hope of realizing anything from this judgment for the University. 
However, the case was followed up, and resulted finally.in the recovery 
of the whole of the property for the University. This property thus 
coming into our hands consists of ten or eleven good residence properties 
in one of the best parts of the city and is valued at about $22,000. Dr. 
Mather originally owned the properties, but he sold them to the indi- 
vidual against whom he secured the judgment, and now they come back — 
to us greatly increased in value. 

Another recent occurrence that gives encouragement to the University | 
is the prospect of the erection of an academy that shall be a feeder to our 
institution, to be located in Checotah, Indian Territory. There are no 
public schools in the Territory, and consequently private academies and 
schools have large support. Three wealthy individuals have contributed 
$1,000 each toward the building of this school, and it is expected to raise 
at least enough to make the amount $5,000 in the community. To this 
the Indian Mission Conference of our church has pledged an additional 
$1,000, and it is believed that another $1,000 can be raised in our church 
for the enterprise. The promoters of the enterprise have organized under 
a constitution which secures this property to the Methodist Protestant 
Church, and it is hoped that the building will be ready for opening the 
school next September. | 

Alt these facts are of encouragement to us, for we are confronted | 
with one serious drawback. ‘To maintain our prestige, and utilize the 
great opportunities our work here presents for the benefit of the Meth- 
odist Protestant Church, it is absolutely necessary that we should com- 
plete our plan of batidin ms by adding to the one excellent structure we 
now possess the others included in the original design. Without doing 
this we shall soon see our possibilities of development closed up, and the 
prospect of becomin g the principal educational interest of this great 
western city lost tous. Other churches already realize the value of the 
field that we occupy, and are eager to take it up as soon as it is clear; we 
‘Cannot meet the demands of the situation. The board of trustees at its 
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This enables us to manage the two classes of students, collegiate ‘na pre- 
paratory, differently and more successfully. | H 
Our student roll has been enlarging in a very gratifying way. Since 
1886 the number of students has increased nearly 140 per cent. And this 
increase has been won notwithstanding a constantly advancing standard 
for admission. If Methodist Protestant parents would all do as some have 
consistently done this increase would be still greater. It is a strange 
thing that some Methodist Protestants love the church and talk for the 


church—perhaps would die for the church—but will not take the simplest 


step in co-operating with the institutions of the church. Such members 
ought not to be honored by the church; not because it is right to retaliate, 
but because only men in full sympathy with the church can properly 
speak for the church. And in the same way, I think, pastors can do no 
more efficient service to their own local work than to make every effort to 


get the young people of their charge educated at our own schools, so that — 


they may come back proud of their church. 

The young people in our colleges to-day will be leaders everywhere 
to-morrow. It will be difficult and exceptional to secure loyal, sympa- 
thetic supporters of the church from those who have been educated away 
from the church. If we will all agree to educate our children in other 
denominational schools for the next twenty years we may order our 
denominational coffin with the certainty that we shall be ready for it.

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REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF WESTERN MARYLAND 
COLLEGE. 


To the General GC onference of the Methodist Protestant Church, in 
session at Atlantic City, N. /.- 


DEAR’ BRETHREN—I have the honor of submitting the quadrennial 
report of the condition and prospects of Western Maryland College at 
Westminster, Md. This institution, I am glad to say, is now so well 
known to our church and so firmly established in the respect and confi- 
dence of the church that it is no longer necessary to plead for due recog- 
nition. All who have seen the college feel a just pride that so much has 
been achieved, and that such substantial results ‘Delong to the Methodist 

Protestant Church. 

The history of this college is a record of wonderful providences leading 
through many mysterious ways, but at last coming out, we trust, to per- 
manent day. 

No endowment has ever been given to the college. No general effort 
for contributions to the college has been made through the church, ex- — 
cept in the Maryland district, where about $25,000 was raised some twenty. 
years ago. No large gifts have been made to the college by individuals. 
And yet for thirty-three years the college has grown, has increased its 
student roll, has spent nearly if not quite $150,000 on buildings alone, has 

_ paid every dollar of current expenses, and has as a present debt the or 
lowing items: 


1. A bonded debt. of $20,800 oe 2 per cent. interest, payable in 
twenty years. 


2. Borrowed money to the amount of $8,000 at 5 per cent., which will be 
paid within the next quadrennium. 

_ The story of our bonded bebt is one which reflects very pleasantly upon 
the church and the college as well. These bonds were issued under a 
first mortgage upon the entire property. The Legislature relieved them © 
of taxation. The friends of the college were then approached, and in two 
months the whole amount needed was subscribed. Already $1,300 of the 
amount subscribed has been given to the college, and other friends have 
intimated a similar purpose. The rate of interest was so low that many 
thought they could not be disposed of, but COREAEHEE 1 in and Sia teat 
for the college carried them to a triumphant issue. 

Another notable achievement of the past quadrennium is Alumni Hall. 
This is the largest and most elaborate structure we have erected. It con- 
tains an auditorium seating 1,200, a suite of four rooms for the Alumni 
Association, six rooms for the two literary societies, and two large rooms 
for school purposes. The total cost was $33,000, and it is all paid for. 

In the development of our educational work we have recently found it 
necessary to - separate entirely our preparatory and collegiate work. 
Accordingly a building has been created outside the campus for the Pre-- 
paratory Department, which has been organized asa complete High School. 
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To meet six such cases, six free scholarships have been given during 


the last year. There is need of as many more next year. Who will heed 
this Macedonian cry? 


Praying that the blessing of the great head of the church may abide 
upon this important work of preparing men for the ministry of the Gos- 
pel within the walls of our beloved Zion, and that His guiding hand may 
lead us through this session in his chosen paths.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF ADRIAN COLLEGE. 


ADRIAN, MICHIGAN, May 22, 1900. 


r o the General Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church: 


During the past four years Adrian College has maintained the reputa- 


tion it had won in former years as an educational institution. Its grad- 
uates, both ministers and laymen, are scattered throughout the Methodist 
Protestant Church, and many of them hold high positions and reflect 
honor on themselves and on the institution. Neither the college nor the 
church has any reason to be ashamed of the work done by this institution, 
but on the contrary both the church and college have cause to be satisfied 
with the work that has been accomplished. The attendance at the present 
time is fully equal to that of the last few years. As to the character of 
our students, it can be said that these young people are promising and 
doubtless will be influential members of the church. Though the college 
has been straightened from lack of sufficient means, we. are pleased to be 
able to say that the standard of educational work has been fully main- 


tained. The material condition of the college property and plant is better 


than at any previous period. A complete system of water works and 
sewerage has been introduced, making the sanitary condition of the insti- 
tution excellent, besides adding largely to the comfort and convenience of 
the students. 

The dormitories are comfortably furnished, especially South Hall, in 
which our young lady students dwell. It is furnished with all the comforts 
and conveniences of home. The ladies’ gymnasium is a large room well 


equipped with the latest appliances for physical culture. The boarding 


department has been conducted with satisfaction to the students and with 
profit to the college. ‘The students are happy and contented. The col- 
ege was never in better condition to be serviceable to the church 
than it is today, and lacks but one thing to enlarge its useful. 
ness and insure its permanent success, namely, a larger income. 
The financial management of the college has been conducted with 
the closest care and economy, especially during the past two 
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stantly identified with every enterprise. We shall miss the wisdom of 
his counsel and the inspiration of his presence. 

The loss of these old and honored leaders seems to have awakened in 
behalf of the Seminary a deeper sympathy and a more liberal patronage. 
Or, to express it in Biblical language, ‘‘One soweth and another reapeth.”’ | 

Three years ago a house was built on the campus for the President; the 
grounds have recently been planted with shade and fruit trees; the build- 
ing has been painted within and without, and supplied with bath-room 
and electric light; the Chapel has been furnished as a memorial to Dr. 
Ward; lecture room and students’ rooms have been furnished by local 
churches. These and other iniprovements have cost over $1,800. 

Prizes and scholarships have been established to the amount of $1,207.50. 

Gifts and legacies have increased the Endowment Fund to a sum 
- between four and five thousand dollars. The last four years the Mary- 
land, North Carolina, New Jersey, New York, West Virginia and Penn- 
- sylvania Conferences have contributed nearly $20,000. The property. 

consists of buildings and five acres of ground, total value about $10,000 
without a dollar of debt. 

Total number of Alumni to date 51. These men are preaching in a 
dozen of our Conferences, north, south, east and west. During the year 
just closed, 14 students have been in attendance, representing Maryland, 

North Carolina, West Virginia, New Jersey, New York, Ohio and Mis- 
souri. Seven of these are college graduates in the deavee course. The 
four men who graduated on the 8th of this month have gone to Mary- 
land, Delaware, Missouri and North Illinois. This scattering of the 
Alumni widens the circle of Seminary influence, and proves that it is 
becoming what the General Conferences designs it to be—a theological 
home for students from all our Conferences. 

The present Board of Governors consists of Lawrence W. Bates, of 
Maryland; Rev. Louis D. Stultz, New Jersey, J. D. Kinzer, of Maryland; 
Rev. Benjamin Stout, of West Virginia; Rev. John M. Gill, of Mary- 


land; J. W. Hull, of West Virginia; Joshua W. Hering, of Maryland; 
Wm. J. C. Dulany, of Maryland; F. R. Harris, of North Carolina, fe 

Norman Wills, of North Carolina, H. L. Elderdice, e2-officio. 
In harmony with the articles of incorporation, the General Conference 
will at this session elect two ministers and three laymen to serve as mem- 
bers of the Board for the ensuing four years. We appeal to all the 
Conferences here represented to assess their districts for the support of 
the Seminary. Tuition is free, and the teachers depend for support upon 
the contributions of the various Conferences. 

We also appeal for gifts and legacies for the Endowment Fund; and 
our final appeal is to wealthy churches and well-to-do laymen to found 
free scholarships of $100 annually. : | 

Aiter students have incurred a debt of $500 to the Board of Ministerial 
Education for their college training, it is a hardship to compel them to 
increase that burden, that they may complete their theological training.

the faculty and teachers, who have performed arduous and successful 
work during the college year. 

An analysis of receipts and expenditures shows that the revenues 
applicable to the operations of the college aggregated during the year 
about $11,000, while the expenses aggregated about $12,000, of which 
approximately $8,000 was for salaries and $4,000 was for operations, 
including fuel, repairs, insurance, taxes, traveling expenses, postage, 
stationery, and other necessary expenses, all within the limits of econom- 
ical management. Among the sources of revenue it is noticeable that 
endowment interest is practically absorbed by the interest on bonds and 
floating indebtedness, so that no revenue is available for current opera- 
tions from this source. 

Miscellaneous receipts, constituting what may be called . accidental 
revenues of the year aggregated about $1,500; church collections about 
$1,000, and receipts from operations $7,500, to which should be added 
accounts due and collectable, approximating $1,000. That this college 
should have produced within itself so large a per cent. of its necessary 
support is regarded by your . committee as an important feature of the 
work of the past year. 

‘It is not believed by your committee that this institution can be made 
wholly self-sustaining, nor is it believed that the best interests of the 
- work which it has to docan be served by confining the operations of this 
college to the diminished scope made OCeaeery by the lack of means now 
so painfully apparent. | 

Adrian College owes its existence to the Methodist Protestant Chasen 
Its history of forty years is a history of the efforts of that church to 
found a literary and theological college in whichits children could be 
educated, its ministers trained and its church polity and organizations 
advanced. To this college benevolent members of the church have made 
bequests from time to time, in addition to the contributions for current 
support made by churches and individuals ‘The management of this 
college has always been in the hands of the duly elected representatives 
of a8 church organization. The mistakes, if any, of its past, are the 


migtakes of its owners and proprietors. Its future must be shaped by 
the same interests either for success or failure. 


Your committee believes that the church organization, upon proper 
and adequate representation of the facts, will afford the support neces- 
sary for the future management of this institution, and acting upon this 
belief submits the following recommendation: » 

First:—That a committee of three from this Board of Trustees be ap- 
pointed by the President to represent the condition of Adrian College to

The undersigned, representatives of the Board of Trustees of Adrian — 
College, have been appointed in pursuance of the following resolution, 
passed at the last session of the Board, in June, 1899: 

‘Resolved, That a committee of three from this Board of Trustees be 
appointed by the President to represent the condition of Adrian College 
to the General Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church at its next 
session, in May, 1900, and to petition that body to adopt such plans of 
stated yearly contributions from the church membership as may be found 
most practicable and sufficient in amount to enable this college, under a 


prudent and economical administration, to continue its existence and per- 


form effectively its mission as an adjunct of the church to which it owes

‘We respectfully submit to the Committee on Education, and through 
them to the General Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church in 
assembly, the following facts and recommendations relative to Adrian

The operations of the college. upon the smallest lines of expenditure 
consistent with efficiency, as conducted during the year ended June 17,. 
1899, required the expenditure of $12,000, of which about $8,000 was paid 
for salaries and $4,000 for fuel, repairs, insurance, taxes, traveling ex- 
penses, postage, stationery and other necessary expenses. An estimate of | 
$15,000 per annum would represent more closely the requirements of the 
college during a series of years for its annual support, if conducted upon 
the most economical lines. Of this amount the college, with its average 
of past attendance, can produce from current operations, including tuition, 


incidentals and profits from boarding hall, about $7,500 per annum, leav- | 


ing the balance of $5,000 to $7,000 to be raised by private subscriptions or 
church collections.

We have also considered the action of the Board in grant- 
ing extra appropriations for the relief of missionaries who have broken 
down in health. In all such cases the committee feel that ereat care 
should be exercised in making these extra appropriations. The special 
form of contract above mentioned we do not approve, and recommend 
that the Board do not make similar contracts in the future. The question 
of relief for those who break down in the service must be left discretion- 

ary with the Board, but we feel that with the present resources at the 


command of the Board such relief must not be expected as a general 


rule. Missionaries are receiving fair salaries, and should take their place 


with other brethren in the ministry. |

Your Committee on Foreign Missions submit the following report: 
1. The committee recommends to the Board the propriety of extend- 
ing the term of engagement of missionaries to fifteen years, with a 
vacation at the end of each five years, if such vacation is necessary. | 
2. We recommend the Board to formulate a contract specific and 
definite with the missionaries and teachers employed by the Board, 
which shall be the basis of all future engagements. 
3. We present herewith the complete report of the Board e Foreign | 
Missions, published 1 in pamphlet form, and Age its carotul study by the 
church. 
4. We also include herewith the efficient and creditable saedeanlal 
report of the Board of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society, which 
we incorporate as part of our report. 
5. In reference to the request of the committee from the Japan Mis- 
sion Annual Conference, that this General Conference fix the status 
of that conference in the denomination, we recommend that it be con- 
tinued as a Mission Conference under the authority of the Board of 
Foreign Missions. | | 
6. We also recommend that the petition of members of the Mission. 

: Conference in Japan relative to organizing a Missionary Superannuated 
Fund Society be referred to the Board of Foreign Missions. 
7; Your committee further recommend the adoption of the resolution 
referred to it by this General Conference. | 
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Rev. J. W. Frank, a graduate of Western SYNE VONEEE | was sent 
out in October, 1899. 


The contracts for all these brethren are for a period of ten years. The 
contract with Rev. E. H. Van Dyke differs from any hitherto made by 


the Board in providing for a salary in case of breaking down in health. 
The Board was embarrassed in dealing with this question, and refersit to 


the General Conference, with the request that it be fully examined and 


some conclusion reached for guidance in the future. 

In the same line is our action in the case of Rev. I. F. Smith. Follow- 
ing a precedent in the case of Rev. F. C. Klein, the Board made an appro- 
priation in temporary relief, but recognized at the same time that no 
authority resides in the Board for such appropriation. The question must 
be dealt with in a large way, and should be settled by the Conference. Is 


the Board to put into effect arrangements for the relief of missionaries | 


who break down in the work? 


THE TABLES. 


Little need be said by way of introducing these tables. The general - 


survey of the work gives an account in the briefest form of the actual 
condition of our evangelistic and educational work in Japan, and this is 
followed by a table setting forth the comparison of the several years of 
the quadrennium. This is followed by the financial tables, which are of 
the utmost importance to a full understanding of the work. It is the 
hope of the Board that these tables will be given a careful study. It 
behooves every member of the General Conference to familiarize himself 
with the actual business undertaken by the Board, and the material is 
here presented for such an examination. 


RATIO OF ‘CONTRIBUTIONS TO MEMBERSHIP. 


The Church ought to note that while the membership has grown 
twenty-five per cent. since the separate organization of this Board, in 
1888, we .are now giving less per member for foreign missions than we 
were then. 
No increase of membership is worth counting which does not result i in 


enlarged helpfulness and devotion to good causes. Besides the large 


number of Conferences which give nothing at all to Foreign Missions, it 
will be seen that thirteen of those Conferences which contribute have 
given less in 1900 than they gave in 1896. The Board asks that the Gen- 
eral Conference will not be content to let this state of thi ngs pass without 
challenge, and especially that an examination will be made into the 
actual facts respecting those so-called Conferences which are not found 
represented anywhere except in the statistics of membership. 


RATIO OF CONTRIBUTIONS TO EXPENSES. 


The Board would also call attention to the fact that the money actually 
devoted to the evangelization and education of the heathen is not duly 
proportioned to the amount contributed. Twenty per cent. of what was 
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OUADRENNIAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF FOREIGN 
MISSIONS. 


To the General Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church, in Ses- 
sion at Atlantic City, N. J., May 18, 1900: 


The Board of Foreign Missions presents herewith, in accordance with 
the law of the Discipliné, a full report, covering the period from May 1, 
1896, to April 30, 1900, of the interests committed to it. 


“METHOD OF THE REPORT. 


The work of spreading the Gospel is the only real business of the 
Church. But when this business has to be done in foreign lands and under 
strange conditions, it becomes somewhat difficult to grasp in allits details, 
and none can expect to understand it, or intelligently appreciate it, 
without giving some time and patieut study toit. The Board assumes 
that every member of the General Conference will wish to familiarize 
himself with this work, and to do this without any undue bias of the 
opinions of others. In view of this, the Board has gathered all the facts 
into the form of tables, which will* require to be studied, indeed, but 


which present the work in the most concise way and with the least risk of 
prejudiced treatment. 


MEETINGS OF THE BOARD. 


The usual annual and quarterly meetings have been held. At the meet- 
ing in 1897 Rev. KE. H. Van Dyke was appointed President of the Japan 
Conference, and the appointment has been renewed at each annual meet- 
ing since. In 1898 the Board, in reply to the inquiry of Mr. J. P. Richard- 

son, who was sent out in September, 1895, and made President of the 
Nagoya College, decided that Mr. Richardson was entitled to membership 
in the Japan Conference. 

Mr. H. J. Heinz resigned his elena | in the Board, in 1897, and Mr. 
Harry Calhoun, of the same Conference, was elected to fill the vacancy. 

Rey. T. B. Graham, D.D., asked to be relieved from serving as Presi- 
dent of the Board, owing to increasing physical infirmities. The long 
and useful services of Dr. Graham was recognized in appreciative resolu- 


tions and the resignation accepted. Rev. W. L. Wells, D. D., was elected 
president, and Mr. U.S. Fleming, recording secretary. 


MISSIONARIES. 


Rev. A. R. Morgan severed his connection with the Board at the expira- 
tion of his contract in 1897. 


Rev. I. F. Smith, who was sent out in August, 1893, returned in Janu- 
ary, 1899, on account of failure of health. 


Rev. T. A. Cairns, a graduate of Adrian College, was sent out, accom- 
panied by his wife, to work at Yokohama, September, 1897. 


Rey. E. H. Van Dyke returned to Japan at the same time under a new 
contract. 
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of its charges, and four church buildings and two parsonages, worth yen 
4,750 ($2,375). These charges are served by one foreign and five native 


pastors. Eleven Sunday schools have 134 scholars. There are 156 mem- 
bers and probationers. 


EDUCATIONAL, 
The Nagoya Anglo-Japanese College. 
For the year ending March 31, 1900, the total registration was oI, the 


average attendance 60. The first commencement was held this year, and 


two students were graduated. The capacity of the Nagoya College i 1s I0O 
aiid J. P. Richardson, president. 


The Theological Seminary, Nagoya. 


The Dean, Rev. H. L.. Layman, reports that the full theological course 
was taught for the first time, and the first commencement occurred April 
I, 1899, when three promising young men graduated, two of whom have 
entered the pastoral work. Besides these three, five others had attended 
the seminary, and several persons are known to be contemplating the 


ministry. During the year closing March 31, 1900, four students have 
attended the seminary. One student completed the shortened course © 


and has entered the Conference. 


The Ei-go Semmon Gakko, or School of English, Yokohama. 
This school was opened March 29, 1808, and had, April 6, an enrollment 


of 55; total registration since September, 1898, 145. The teaching force 


is three teachers and the president. Religious services are held in Beulah 
Hall, a room in the building in which Brother Cairns has organized a 
class of six members, two of which were a teacher and his wife, the 
other four being students converted in mission meetings and baptized by 
Brother Cairns. The teachers are all Christians and faithful, and their 
moral influence is good. In seven months I5c young men had been 
brought under gospel influence in the school work, four had been con- 
verted, one reclaimed and four or five were inquiring the way. During 
the year closing March 31, Ig00, Rev. J. W. Frank has been in charge. 
There has been an enrollment of 180 students, eight of whom have been 
converted. ‘The present capacity of the building is 1co-students. 


PROPERTY INTERESTS. 


On February 3, 1898, the Nagoya, Anglo-Japanese College lot was sold 
- for $27,000 yen ($13,500), and on February 25 another lot, nearly twice as 


large, and better located every way for college and residence purposes, 
was bought for 9,000 yen ($4,500), or about one-fifth as much per tsubo as 
wus obtained for the first lot. A part of the surplus was used in the 
removal of the college buildings to the new lot, and in remodeling and 
enlarging them; in the erection of a inissionary residence and a two-story 
dormitory, 36x98 feet, and in other improvements that had long been 
greatly needed. Nearly all the balance was expended on the erection of 
two missionary residences and in making other improvements on the 
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raised during the last quadrennium was spent at home in paying salaries, 
travelling expenses and various devices for raising money. The labor of 
six missionaries took forty-five per cent. in salaries and travelling’ 
expenses. The Board believes these expenditures can be justified, but at 
the same time we conld, if the Church were willing, raise and disburse 
twice the money we now do without increasing the expenses. 

pede he Board does not claim to have measured up to the full demands of 
this great situation; it has simply done the best it could. But so great is 
this cause, and so vitally is our responsibility as a Church connected with 
our success in it, that we have no hesitancy in saying that every depart. 
' ment of this work should be subjected to the most rigid scrutiny, and the 
very best men in the Church, without regard to local or personal feelings, 
should be placed in charge of it.

A GENERAL SURVEY OF THER WORK. 
EVANGELISTIC. 


Connected with or under the control of the Japan Conference are 
twelve ordained ministers—four foreign and eight native; three native — 
preachers and five evangelists—a total preachin e force of twenty, sixteen 
of whom are natives. 


The Japan Conference is divided into three sub-districts: | 
1. The Nagoya sub-district has seven charges, consisting of four cir-_ 
cuits, one mission and two stations, with eight appointments served by 
seven pastors—two foreign and five native. Two circuits haveas yet no 
appointments. There are two churches, one of which, the College or 
Nagoya Second Church, was set off by the Conference of September, 
1898, and was organized September 25 into a Kogisho of thirteen mem_ 
bers, and formally into a regular church, with twenty-three members, 
March 7, 1899. There is one church building valued at yen 6,000 ($3,000), 
and twelve Sunday schools have an aggregate of 383 scholars 
of members and probationers in the district, 86. 

2. The Yokohama sub-district consists of two stations, these circuits 
and two missions. T'wo charges were left by the last Conference to be 
supplied; the remaining five are served by two foreign and three native 
pastors. There are two churches, one of which was organized June II, 
1898, the Yokohama Second Church and two church buildings or chapels, 


one of which is valued at yen 500 ($250), the other at yen 4, 
Six Sunday schools have 107 scholars.

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We are now in the twenty-first year of our organization. We have estab- 


lished branch societies in twenty Conferences, with a membership of over 
3,000, and all doing efficient work. 


Our receipts for the past four years have been $25,745. 22. Our build- 
ing fund on hand is $800; permanent fund, $1,312. 28. 


Our property in Yokohama, Japan, is valued at $10,000. It has no in- 
debtedness and is in excellent repair. 


two departments, evangelical and educational. The school has a high 
standard of excellence, comparing favorably with any mission school in 


the city. Misses Margaret M. Kuhns and Mary E. Williams have charge 


of this work, with the assistance of several native teachers and Bible 
workers. 


We have about 76 pupils, some day and some self-supporting. The 


building is filled to its utmost Sapecity, and many pupils are declined for 
want of room. 


Four years ago our interest in Nagoya was struggling against difficulties. | 


We had no building—hardly a suitable room for school purposes—but 
to-day we report to you a good building, the ‘‘“Mary A. Murray Home,’’ 


named in honor of a loved member of the Maryland Branch. This build-_ 


ing is valued at about $3,500 and is free from all encumbrance, made pos- 

sible through the gift of money from the late Mrs. Mary A. Dodge, of 
Maryland. 

At this point we have a very successful and interesting kindergarten 

school, and our missionary, Miss Alice I. Coates, does considerable evan- 

gelistic work and conducts Mothers’ Meeting. She has the assistance of 

two Bible workers. 

At Shizuoko our missionaries have been assisting the Board of Foreign 
Missions in their work by establishing Mothers’ Meetings and carrying 
on for a time a sewing school for poor girls. We have two Bible workers 
at this point. us

The success of our interests in Japan is gratifying to us, and, we trust, 
will find favor with you. | 


For years the needs of China have touched our hearts: and they have 
softened under the sad stories of down-trodden women without the com- 
fort of Christian kindness or the message of the Gospel. 


Pleas have come to us to open work there, but our motto has always 


been to ‘‘Make haste slowly.”? Pleas became moreimportunate. Gifts of 
money, sacrifices of time, health and strength were given, if only we 
would go. At last the action of the beloved First Church, Allegheny, Pa., 
in assuming the salary of our missionary to that country, ‘and the loyalty and 
liberality of the Christian Endeavorers of our church, were too strong to 
withstand any longer, and to-day Miss A. BE. Lawrence, with her assistant, 
Miss Grace M. Hill, are representing the Methodist Protestant Church 
temporarily in Shanghai, China.

REPORT OF WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
fi o the President and Members of the General C onference. 


A very pleasant duty is enjoined upon me of bearing greetings from 


the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society of the Methodist Protestant 
Church to this respected body. 


_lalso bring with me the quadrennial report of the society. 
In reviewing the quadrennium we find many shortcomings and note 


many errors in judgment, but with gratitude.to our heavenly Father for 


His loving kindness and forbearance we are reminded of His promises 
and are strengthened to go forward.: 


We are, as from the beginning, working out the object our Constitution 


calls for—that of Christianizing and educating | heathen women and 
children.

2. We also recommend that the Christian Endeavor Societies of our 
church sustain a similar relation to the church as the Sunday schools, 


and that our periodicals for them be prepared with this end in view. 
3. We recommend that one or more pages, as needed, of the Methodist 
Protestant and Methodist Recorder be devoted to Christian Endeavor 


work under the direction of the respective editors and President of the 
Denominational Union until such time as the Publishing Board may find 
it practicable to publish a separate paper for the young people. 

4. We deem it inexpedient to make any effort to unite all of our young 
people in a concerted effort in favor of any one interest, but would recom- 


mend that an annual offering be made by all of our societies on Christian 


Endeavor Day to be paid through such channels as the respective annual 


conferences may direct, provided that all such offerings shall be made to 
such benevolences as are recognized by our own church. 


5. We regard it is a matter of great importance that our denomination 


be well represented at the State conventions of the United Society; there- 


fore we recommend that the presidents of the conferences when mem- 
bers, and as many others as desired, be elected by the various denomina- 


tional Unions at their annual meetings as delegates to such conventions. 


6. Your committee would recommend that a course of reading be 
provided for the endeavorers of our denomination, and that a committee 
of three consisting of Dr. T. H. Lewis, Dr. J. F. Cowan and Dr. G. C. 


Sheppard be elected by this body, who shall name said course at the 


earliest possible time, and report through our official papers. 

7. We recommend that a denominational Christian Endeavor Conven- 
tion be held every fwo years, and that a convention be held at the time 
and place of the meeting of the next General Conference. 


8. We suggest that a Christian Endeavor rally be held on Sabbath 


afternoon at 4 o’clock under the direction of Rev. J. F. Cowan.

ought to inspire hope and confidence for the future as to this work. 
While the receipts for the past four years were $2,744.24 less than for the 
preceding quadrennium, yet the indebtedness of the Board as reported 
at the last General Conference was $5,981.27. At this session the liabil- 
ities reported amount to $1,627, making a decrease in liabilities of $4,- 
354.27. The assets reported at the last session were $4,528. At this 
session the resources reported are $17,518.35, a net increase in resources 
of $12,990.35. A financial exhibit or summary is herewith appended. 

2. Your committee has heard and considered statements as to new 
churches organized in Kansas City, Kansas, and adjoining territory, and 
as to the splendid opportunities and possiblities for our church in this 
field. In view of these we respectfully call the attention of the General 
Conference and the Board to the vital importance of our Home Mission 
work here, and we urge that the Board give encouragement and assistance 
to this field as far as practicable. 

3. From the reports of those connected with the German work, we 
judge this work to be one of considerable promise and present import- 
ance; and we recommend that the Board and the contiguous annual con- 
ferences give encouragement and material support not only in meeting 
the need of those congregations of German speaking people already 
attached to our denomination, but also in extending the work as oppor- 
tunity presents and means will permit. It is our opinion that pastors — 
should be employed for the German work who can preach in either Ger- 
- man or English, and that English be used in the services when equally 

acceptable. We also recommend the continuance of the German paper, 
and that German families that can read English be urged by their pastors 
to subscribe for one of our church organs and other church literature 
printed in English. 4
